Pub- 
lic sentiment is a thing you cannot 
explain; nor can you answer it. It 
aweeps everything before it. It has 
absolutely no mercy. Public. senti- 
ment condemned this boy to die. The 
law recognizes three different sorts 
of crime, when in such instance a 
human life has been taken.

THEOSUPHIST SPEAKS 
ON “REINCARNATION” 


“If God really creates the soul at 
birth, as the majority of human be- 
ings believe, why does He create the 
idiot?” L. W. Rogers, national presi- 
dent of the American Theosophical so- 
elety asked his audience, which com- 
pletely filled the chamber of commerce 
hall Sunday night. Mr. Rogers was 
speaking on “Reincarnation.” 

The speaker declared that reincar- 
nation was the only way in which the 
striking difference in the-moral na- 
tures of men could be iogically ex- 
plained, and expressed the opinion that 
every man, woman and child was a 
potential ‘‘god in the making.” 

“How can we believe that God is 


just, and that at the same time Hed 


creates the soul of each babe at birth, 
when one child is given the brilliancy 
of genius and another is blighted by 
idiocy or stupidity?’ Mr. Rogers 


asked. 
Difference in Children. 


“Stop a moment and consider the 
wide differences in children. One is 
very intelligent, while another is stu- 
pid; one has every opportunity for 
advancement, while another has none 
of these opportunities. It seems to 
me that all of us are not born equal, 
as a good many people believe, but 
that we have strikingly different ¢a- 
pabilities even at birth. 

“How can this be justice if we were 
never here before? But if we have 
lived previous lives, then we have had 
a chance to mold our morals and 
evolve our intellects. Consequently we, 
and not God, are responsible for what 
we are. Justice is restored to both 
God and man by the eternal law 
‘Whatsoever a man soweth. that shel] 
he also reap,’ if reincarnatien be true. 

Mr. Rogers declared that there had 
never been but three theories advanced 
regarding life. He classed these as 
the materialistic view, that conscious- 


“ness is annihilated at death ; the view 


which holds that each soul ‘is created 
new at birth. and the belief that the 
time from birth to death is only a 
day in school. and that we will event- 
ually graduate from this school when 
we have attained human perfection 
|} and are more like Christ, the Supreme 
Teacher of the world. 


Conservation of Energy. 


“In reincarnation we find perfect 
conservation of energy. We bring 
back to each new birth all the lessons 
we have learned in our myriad lives. 
Theosophists do not say a man has a 
soul, but that he is a soul expressing 
himself through a’ body which is an 
instrument used for expression by the 
soul as the piano is used for expres- 
sion by the musician. We-believe that 
God created souls,’ but that their cre- 
ation is of an evolutionary character,

James 8S, Peters, vice president of ss, 
Bank of Manchester. 4 

Mr. Peters takes exception to state- 
ments made by R. L. Barnum, The Con- 
stitution’s New York financial corre- 
spondent, and articles written by a 
staff financial writer. His statement 
is as follows: P 

“For upwards of half a century. 
_ thousands of people ig this state and 
others have looked to your paper for 
information and advice on questions 
of public interest. Many of us have 
felt that we could, to a great extent, 
rely upon the accuracy of your news- 
gatherers, your special writers and 
your editors. 

“In my own case and, I suspect, in 
that of many others conversant: with 
the facts, this confidence in your ac+ 
curacy has received a rude setback by 
reason of aseries of articles and edi- 
torials beginning on Jannary 29, and 
running through February 27. 

“The article on January 29 pur- 

rted to be an interview with Gov- 
ernor M. B. Wellborn, of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta, and included 
a letter from a correspondent in Ala- 
bamato Mr. Wellborn, and Mr. Well- 
born’s reply thereto. Mr. Wellborn’s 
letter to his Alabamz friend, and his 
accompanying interviev, contained mis- 
statements and half-truths that were 
misleading and damagng to the inter- 
ests of the state. Eis letter states 
that during the past «ighteen months 
some eighty state barks have closed 
their doors, but makes no mention of 
the fact that a consilerable number 
of these have reopene for busjness, 
and others preparing 0 do so. Mr. 
Wellborn further state in his letter 
that only one membe bank had 
failed during 1921, am immediately 
follows it with the recoil of a second 
member bank—a nationd bank. He 
overlooked another natioal bank that 
closed its doors for a peiod of time, 
but which reopened, jus as a large 
number of state banks hve done. 

“Mr. Wellborn and his interviewer 
both intimate that countr: banks may

“Qn February 2, you —— on 
our financial page a n of 
ing conditions in the state, and fol- 
lowed it on the 3d with an editorial, 
both articles advocating the consoli- 
dation of banks in the smaller towns 
of the state. Consolidation bas 
proven to be of great value in a num- 
ber of cases, and has been going on to 
considerable extent. There are cases, 
however, in which consolidation would 
be a mistake. Competition is a great 
thing in banking, as well as in other 
lines of business activity. It is prob- 
able that there is no such need of 
consolidation in banking as in a very 
large number of other activities. Many 
of our communities have too many 
newspapers, too many groceries, too 
many drug stores, too many profes- 
sional men in the various professions, 
and -too many in numbers of other 
activities I might mention. And even 
though it is conceded that consolida- 
tion is desirable, what tribunal is. to 
pass on the question of who shall con- 
solidate, who shall remain in business 
and who shall get out? Who shall say 
that a man shall not engage in a 
business for which he is trained, even 
though it be overcrowded ? 

“The need for consolidation of 
banks can never be demonstrated by 
illustrations showing an utter lack of 
knowledge of law and conditions such 
‘as was shown by the article on Feb- 
ruary 2, and editorial on February 3, 
above referred to. Both the article 
and editorial assume five banks of 
$10,000 capitalization each in a town 
of 3,000 people, whereas, our most 
excellent banking code provides a 
minimum capitalization of $15,000 
for a bank in a town with not over 
1,000. and $25,000 capital for a bank 
in a town with population exceeding 
1,000, and less than 10,000 popula- 
tion. See Banking Code, Article VIIL., 
section 1. ‘ 

“Your editorial further says: ‘Un- 
der both federal and state laws, it is 
illegal for a bank to lend to any sin- 
gle individual or corporation more 
than one-tenth of its capitalization,’ 
and your financial writer adds: “This 
is regardless of how much collateral 
he can raise, and how great an amount 
he needs.’ 
rance displayed, both in the article 
and editorial, I have only to quote 

art of section 13 of article XIX of the 

anking Code, as follows: 

““*No bank shall be allowed to lend 
to any one person, firm or corporation 
more than thirty (30) per cent of its 
capital, unimpaired surplus and undi- 
vided profits. And no loan shall be 
made in excess of ten (10) per cent 
of the capital except upon good col- 
lateral or other ample security, and 
with the approval of a majority of the 
directors, etc., ete.’ 

“You will thus see, Mr. Editor, that 
the well-to-do borrower, for whom you 
express such solicitude, could be well 
taken care of by any bank operating 
under the laws of Georgia in a town 
of over 1,000 population. If you 
will take a town of 3,000 population, 
as used in your illustration, with five 
non-member banks, duly organized 
under the laws of Georgia, your bor- 
rower of large affairs and ample col- 
lateral might secure loans up to $37,- 
500 without going beyond the limit 
fixed by the we law, and if the 
collateral offered should be ‘agricul- 
tural, manufactured, industrial prod- 
ucts or live stock, having a market 
value, and for which there is a ready 
sale in the vpen market,’ he might 
borrow far beyond that amount, under 
proper conditions. But if these five 
banks should join the federal reserve 
system, as advocated so earnestly by 
you, only $12,500 of this borrower’s 
paper would be available for redis- 
count at the federal reserve bank, 
and none of it, if hig borrowings eX- 
ceeded the tef-year limit. .-* ~°

federal reserve system. It is plain 
that they would go in if par clearance 
were the only reason or the greatest 
reason for their refusal. 

The Reason 


e Why. : 
“The real truth is, Mr. Editor, that 
country banks do not go in the fed- 
eral reserve system is because that 
system is not so constituted ds to be 
able properly to serve agricultural in- 
terests. ‘The country bankers know 


this and realize that, in order to give} 


their agricultural patrons the service 
for which their banks were-established, 
they must remain out of the system 
and supply the needs of their customers 
as best they may. 

“We may concede, for the sake of 
argument, that banks in the system 
are less liable to fail than those out- 
side, but we think that it is easily 
demonstrated that banks remaining‘ 
outside the system can serve agricul- 
tural interest in necessary particulars 
in which they ‘could not serve them if 
they were members. 

“As we have already pointed out, 
the country banks have learned that 
membership in the reserve system cur- 
tails their ability to take care of the 
needs of their communities, and that 
they can handle these needs better 
through their correspondent banks in 
the citie#than through the federal re- 
serve. “They have also found that, 
under some circumstances, member 
banks, striving to serve their commu- 
nities to the fullest extent, have been 
penalized for such service. Under the 
progressive discount rate of the federal 
reserve bank, a small bank in Ala- 
bama is said to have been charged as 
high as 87 per cent of its loans in the 
fall of 1920. I am informed that the 
governor of the Atlanta Reserve bank 
states that he thinks this progressive 

iscount rate should be put on again 
at this time. Would it be sound policy 
for bankers to subject themselves to 
such charges when they can avoid it? 

“Proponents of the federal reserve 
system apparently believe that it would 

to the interest of the country to 
place all financial powerin the hands 
ofthat system. This might be true, 
though I doubt it, if the purposes of 
the system, as outlined by its advo- 
cates in congress, were being carried 
out asstated then. This is far from 
true. Many policies have been put 
into effect in an ‘administrative way’ 
that were never written into the law, 
and nevér intended by the congres- 
sional sponsors for the system. In do- 
ing thigy the federal reserve board and 
the federal reserve banks have not 
shown that wonderffil degree of judg- 
ment and intelligence that they must 
have before I would be willing to give 
them absolute control of all the bank- 
ing faffcilities in the United States. 

“Now, Mr. Editor, you and your 
financial correspondents have sought to 
lay the blame for our financial troubles 
on the fact that some twenty thousand 
banks in the United States remain 
outside the federal reserve system, and 
have urged thatitis their duty to go 
in. The national banks were forced 
to goin by the act of congress. Many 
of them bitterly resented this at the 
time, and would get out now if they 
could without surrendering their na- 
tional bank charters. Of the state 
banks, according to the last figures I 
have, being those of January 1, 1921, 
the reserve system claimed 1,487 mem- 
bers, against about .20,914 remaining 
outside. Of those outside, about 9,000 
were eligible for membership, and 
about 12,000 ineligible. Many of the 
ineligible might easily qualify if they 
so desired, by raising their capital 
stock to the required minimum of 
$25,000. These bankers are supposed 
to study their business and to know it. 
Mr. Wellborn tells your reporter that 
the reserve banks’ officials have tried 
for seven years to persuade them to 
go into the system. Don’t you think it 
a little presumptuous for a layman, 
to blame 
bankers for not doing something about 
which about 20,000 of their number 
have found against their interests, 
against less than 2,000 who have 
found it desirable. You must not lose 
sight of the fact, also, that nearly all 
the less than 2,000 banks are in the 
large cities, where -they serve strigtly 
commercial interests, which interests 
the federal resetve was admittedly 
created to care for. 

“The entire series to which we have 
referred in this letter appears to a 
country banker to have been designed 
to divert the just criticism that has 
followed the mistakes of the reserve 
system and transfer it to the shoulders 
of the country banks, that do not de- 
serve it. The articles are so closely 
in line with propaganda that is trace- 
able directly to federal reserve sources 
that we cannot help feeling practically 
certain that they have similar insipra- 


tion. 

‘Mr. Wellborn’s scarcely veiled sug- 
gestion of a boycott of country non- 
member banks by their customers, fol- 
lowed by your approving editorial, is 
interesting in the extreme, as is the 
reference by Mr. Barnum to the rate of 
the first and second United States 
banks, and the part “politics” played 
in their destruction. 

“Now, this game of boycott is one 
both sides can play, and if the federal 
reserve wants to go before the tribu- 
nal of public opinion ——— the 
20,000 nommember banks and the 
large number of dissatsified member 
banks, they can expect the natural 
consequences. The United States 
banks referred to by Mr. Barnum were 
the creatures of congress, just as is 
the federal reserve system. They 
sought unlimited power—power never 
intended for them to have under their 
charters—just so do the federal reserve 
banks. They were strongly intrenched 
by reason of tremendous financial 
resources, just as the federal reserve 
system. They were destroyed by con- 
gressional action in response to the 
public will, just as will be the federal 
reserve system, unless its friends seek 
to remedy its deficiencies and curb its 
abuses, instead of trying to give it ab- 
solute power and control over all the 
finances and business of the entire 
conutry. 

“In the light of the happenings of the 
past two years, public opinion would 
seem to be the last tribunal to which 
the federal reserve system could. suc- 
cessfully appeal. 

“The federal reserve banks are 
splendid institutions for commercial 
and industrial centers. Let us keep 
them so. Don’t weaken them by cred- 
iting them with virtues everybody 
knows they do not possess, and don’t 
try togive them additional power that 
will make their mistakes more disas- 
trous even than those of the past have 
been. Let us help them with the truth 
and not injure them with unmerited 
praise.”

New Orleans, February 12.—The 
low prices in the cotton market last 
week were made on the opening ses- 
sion when March dropped to 15.28 
and the list was 21 to 32 points under 
the close of the preceding week. After 
that the market had a much better 
tone and the tendency was to rise, 
highest prices being reached soon 
ufter the middle of the week. Here 
the trading months were 62 to 73

The close was at net ad- 
vances of 52 to 61 points with March 
at 16.21. In the spot department 
prices gained 50 pvints on middling, 
which closed at 16.25, against 13.00 
on the close of this week last year.

Optimistic View 
Of Future Taken 
ByEugenieMeyer 


Washington, February 12.—Opti- 
mistic views of imjroved conditions 
in the country’s basic agricultural in- 
dustries are warranted by reports re- 
ceived by the War Finance corporation 
from its field agencies, according to 
a statement issued tonight by Manag- 
ing Director Meyer. 

“Corn is now selling at country 
elevators in Nebraska and Iowa at 40 
cents a bushel as against 20 cents 
four months ago,” he said. “Hogs 
command a good market, and reports 
indicate that farmers are getting the 
equivalent of 80 to 90 cents for corn 
that is marketed on the hoof. The 
market for sheep is stabilized. They 
are selling in large quantities and at 
rrices considered satisfactory to the 
growers and feeders. 

“The cattle market is no longer 
demoralized; the breeding herds are 
being held; the young stock is no 
longer being sacrificed and the feed- 
ing and fattening business is proceed- 
ing in good values with fairly sat- 
isfactory returns. There is a broad 
market for wool and hides at good 
prices, 

“The grain markets are showing a 
good consumptive demand. The move- 
ment of cotton has been larger this 
season that last year, and prices are 
much fairer to the producers. The 
large cotten co-operative marketing or- 
ganizations have demonstrated their 
ability to conduct: their business on a 
sound basis and have proved to be a 
stabilizing factory. 

“All this means that the farmer is 
being put in position to liquidate his 
debts gradually and that his normal 
purchasing power—so vital to the com- 
mercial, transportation and industrial 
interests—is being restored.”

To the average layman a coal yard |" 


is just simply a matter of a great pile 
of coal scattered over the ground, a 
little office, along side of which is a 
pair of scales on which to weigh the 
wants of the customer. 


But if this average layman could 
take a little trip through the Atlanta 
yards of the Jellico Coal company, lo- 
cated at No. 6 Grant street, he would 
soon have his idea of the average coal 
yard knocked into a cocked hat—or 
words to that effect.
